PROCEDURE 


Following the correct pro- 
cedure of registration will be 
a help to both students and 
registrar. Students should 
first be certain they under- 
stand the fact that admittance 
into classes will not be 
granted them unless they 
have followed this proper pro- 
cedure fully and within a 
very short time: 

1. Obtain from the registrar’s 
office a list of courses and 
a trial study list. 

2. When you have , decided 
upon courses, and have con- 
sulted with your advisor in 
regard to them, pay your 
student fee to the registrar 
and receive your study list 
from him. 

. Fill out this list with in- 
structors’ names, hours 
taken, units, etc., wherever 
required. 

. On section four of the 
study list, obtain the signa- 
tures of all teachers of the 
subjects you intend to take, 

. Finally, obtain your advis- 
er’s signature and = your 
dean’s signature. 

Then turn in the list to 
your registrar for approval 
and you're through, or rather, 
ready, to start your spring 
semester courses. Please re- 
member that any delay in 
registration will cost you the 
exclusion from a course, as 
teachers will refuse admit- 
tance to their classes to those 
students who have not previ- 
ously secured the registrar’s 
approval.

Many of the new _ courses 
which are being offered for the 
first time this semester, cannot 
be found in the catalogue, and 
for your convenience some _ of 
them are listed below with the 
prerequisites. 

For engineering majors a 
course in graphic statics, called 
Physics 40, is to be taught by 
Mr. Langdon. This will deal with 
computing the amount of ten- 
sion and compression in tresses, 
machines, ‘airplanes, etc., and is 
open to any frosh who has had 
high school training in trigonom- 
etry and physics. 

A new architectural course is 
also, being offered which may be 
taken by any freshman who has 
had two years of architecture in 
high school.. This is called ar- 
chitecture 47, is concerned with 
shades and shadows and orders 
of architecture, and will be 
taught by Mr. Langdon. 

Photography is another of the 
new courses being given this 
year. There are no prerequisites 
needed for this subject which is 
to be taught by Mr. McCallum. 

Forestry majors may now take 
range management, taught by 
Mr. Robinson, a course in the 
valuation of range land, which 
is a requirement for this curri: 
culum. 

Chemistry 1A will be repeated 
this semester for new students 
and. also those who could not 
get it in before. The prerequis- 
ite for this course, taught by Mr. 
McCallum, is high school chem- 
istry. 

Public Speaking 2B, speaking 
chorus, is to be given ‘by Miss 
Fraser this semester. She will 
also teach a course in subject A

Professor Stringfield has had 
many years of industrial experi- 
ence. Much of,the permangan- 
ate of potash used by the allied 
armies during the World War 
was made under his supervision. 
He has been in charge of the 
laboratories of the Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Company and 
chief chemist of their Los An- 
geles plant, one of the largest in 
the world. For a number of 
years he has taught chemical en- 
gineering at the University of 
Southern California, and in 1937 
was chairman of the southern 
California section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society. 

Nationally known in his spec- 
ial field of rubber and _ plastics, 
Professor Stringfield will dem- 
onstrate how rubber is coagu- 
lated and molded into our every- 
day articles, how — synthetic 
resins are cured, how new pro- 
ducts are replacing glass and 
silk, how the chemical engineer 
improves our. yoadways, and 
some of the new tools he works 
with. 

Simple demonstrations and ex- 
planations will add to the inter- 
est and thorough understanding 
of this fascinating presentation. 
These most popular topics. will 
add to the listener’s appreciation 
of “Modern Chemistry In Every- 
Day - Life.”

The past riotous decade in which practically any- 
thing could happen, and did, is over. These years will 
be remembered more for depression and war than any- 
thing else, but there were plenty of other exciting things 
happening. The good times of the 20’s were followed 
by the hard times of the 30’s. The average citizen 
blamed the depression on the President and government, 
while politicians and economic statisticians held busi- 
ness cycles responsible. 

The illegitimate racketeers in America were sup- 
planted by the legitimate dictator-racketeers in Europe. 

During the depression, the new deal dished out by 
the Democrats, was received with varied emotions: The 
alphabetical soup included NRA, AAA, CWA, FERA, 
WPA, and PWA. Seriously the unemployment situa- 
tion was lessened by government work projects. The 
WPA aided unemployed married men and women. The 
CCC took idle young men off the streets and gave them 
food, clothing, and employment. Better housing pro- 
jects benefited many middle-class Americans. 

Culturally, the nation prospered by the opportun- 
ity given to unrecognized native talent through threatre 
and art government projects. 

Here in America we have plenty of problems with- 
out trying to solve those in Europe. We are confronted 
with unemployment, the farmers’ problems. What are 
we going to do in the next years? 
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The victim gripped the seat of 
his chair with both hands. “This 
is worse than facing the den- 
tist!”? he groaned.
